Creasy's Anti-Rebate Resolution Op- 


posed By 
Republicans 


Now on Ticket. 


Lewis Emery, Jr., recently referred 


to the repudiation or r.-csident Roose- 
velt's Interstate commerce policy by 
the present state house of represen- 
tatives, which McNlchol, Durham and 
Penrose absolutely controlled In the 
regular session of 1905. At the very 
moment when the president was a 
puest within this state.

to which they are subject in the matter 
of transportation is'essential to the ful- 
filment of this puipose; therefore. 


Resolved, by the house of representa- 


tives of the general assembly of Penn- 
sylvania. That our senators in congress 
be instructed, and our representatives 
requested, to vote for such measure as 
will give the interstate commerce com- 
mission larger po%vers, to the end that 
shippers may have prompt and ade- 
quate relief, and that rebates be pro- 
hibited. 


At first the house, seeing nothing but 


Justice as well as common sense in the 
resolution, together with a deserved 
tribute TO Rcose ,'elt, passed It unani- 
mously. 
But presently the gangsters

He stopped as if he would speak to 
me. but his tears fell afresh, his lips 
trembled, and he finally passed on 
without a word- 


Mr. Salters took more medicine next 


day and was excused from work. At 
3 o'clock in the afternoon the chaplain 
visited him without being sent for and 
remained for two hours. I heard him 
praying long and fervently. When he 
left he was pale and had an anxious 
look, and yet there was also a look of 
resolve in his face. There is so much 
hypocrisy among convicts In the mat- 
ter of religion that my curiosity in this 
case was not very great.

ceived. The doctor spotted him almost 
ut o::ee.

vision of management of the Alms- 
house, a management the present 
Board is seeking to Miuplify as much 
as possible and surround with different 
methods of book-keeping so that all 
items may be, easily inquired into and 
investigated. 


The management last year at the 


Almshouse which has been brought 
forward into the light of publicity was 
made up as follows : The treasurer 
was E. E. Slaybaugu into whose hands 
came all moneys from the County 
Commissioners. The treasurer of the 
Out Door Relief was Wm. Hersh, Esq., 
and into his hands would go the 
monthly appropriations for Out Door 
Relief. The steward of the Almshouse. 
S. E. Waltman, sold the produce from 
farm, aud received other items of re- 
source aud paid bills of a miscellaneous 
character. ' 


The accounts of the Treasurer, Out 


Door Relief Treasurer aud Steward are 
annually 
audited each year, the 


County Auditors beginning their work 
on these books latter part of January 
or beginning of February. The routine 
accounts of these officials were pre- 
sented to Auditors iu Feb. 1906 and 
found by latter in proper shape. 


Involved in the management of 


Almshouse there are items so to 
speak outside the regular routine, for 
instance sale of laud of inmates com- 
mitted to institution, the collection of 
board from inmates with estates able 
to pay, care of small estates of inmates 
and items of such character. This 
business seems to have been conducted 
without any business methods what- 
ever. Such monies might be paid to 
either, of the three above named offi- 
cers. They all had it iu their power to 
havemadefull exhibition totheCounty 
Auditors of these miscellaneous items 
in Feb. 1906. Their terms had expired, 
new officers elected and they must 
have known that the only proper and 
legal way would be for the Countj- 
Auditors to audit their accounts of all 
monies received. Instead, the items 
mentioned in minutes were not drawn 
to the attention of the County Auditors 
and became matters to be investigated j 
and money to be collected by the pres- 
ent Democratic Board and the latter 
have faithfully done the work the for- 
mer officials made necessary.

A brief list of some of the delin- 


quencies of omission and commission 
in the last regular session of the state 
legislature should help to guide voters 
in choosing their candidates for state 
representatives and senators at the 
November election. That session was 
absolutely controlled by the Republi- 
can leaders who have nominated the 
Stuart state ticket, and re-nominated 
more than 50 of the worst members 
of the house at Harrisburg.

S—Public 'grounds and 
buildings 
"grab," trebling the number of offices 
and emploves under the board which 
has surreptitiously abstracted $9.000,000 
for "furnishings" for the new capitol.

"That from and after the passage oi 
this act it shall be unlawful for any 
person -willfully to enter upon any land 
wi;hin the limits cf this commonwealth 
where the p~ner or owners of said, land 
has caused :o be prominently posted 
upon said larul printed notices that the 
said land is private property and warn- 
ing all persons from trespassing there- 
on"undsr the penalties provided in this 
act.'' 


This is the trap laid by monopolies 


and corporations, particularly the coat 
operators, to practically paralyze the 
employes who may clash with the em- 
ployers over the pay system or other 
differences. 
Such an employe 
may 


only intend to step out for a little 
quiet smoke, or to sun himself, sitting 
en a log. and neither harming ncr 
intenoing to harm anybody. But the 
property owner, revengefully desirous 
of punishing strikers or trouble-mak- 
er?, can clap that poor fellow into jail 
end fine him to boot.
